British Fliers 
in Long Race 
Smash Records 


C. W. A. Scott and Campbell Black Take 
$50,000 Prize—70 Hours and 59 Min- 
utes Point to Point 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Oct. 23.—The great- 
est speed flight in history, from one end of the earth 
to the other in three days, went to the credit of two 
calm Britons today, as C. W. A. Scott and Campbell 
Black, veterans of the Royal Air Force, landed be- 
fore cheering thousands at Flemington race-track. 

The winners of the big =< derby a 

rize of $50,000, Scott and Black were just 70 hours 
and 59 minutes and 50 seconds out of Mildenhall, 
London, distant 11,323 miles. Since Saturday morn- 
ing they had flown over Europe, Asia, the Malay 
peninsula, and from north to south across the Aus- 
tralian continent. 

Their landing here was at 3:33 pm.. local time, 
the middle of the afternoon. 

They made only six stops 
en route, and five ot these 
were compulsory. On basis 
of their total elapsed time 
they had maintained an 
average speed of 160 miles 
an hour.

And it 
surely is unjust that men should be deprived 
of any actual possibility of exercising their 
franchise because destitution has driven them

Every man and woman who, being a Cana- 
dian citizen, has attained the age of 21 years and 
is of sound mind, is of right entitled to vote. 
It is the business of parliament to see that they 
are allowed to exercise that right. If because 
of unemployment conditions it is difficult to so 
frame a law as to give them that protection, this 
is only another item in the harvest of troubles 
parliament must reap because it stood pat for 
“sound” money and ruthless deflation, and re- 
fused to deal with the unemployment evil as 
it had been pledged to do by the election 
promises of 1930.

Apples a Healthful Food 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


This is the harvest season for the apple or- 
chardist who is now either having his apples 
squeezed into cider or packing them for vefri- 
geration and distribution during the winter. 

It is only during the past quarter of a cen- 
tury that the raising of apples has really be- 
come a valuable agricultural 
industry. Well cultivated and 
fertilized trees will now bear 
as high as ten tons of fruit 
to the acre. 

The modern method of 
wrapping the apples with 
paper and packing them in 
boxes has proved superior to 
the old method of carelessly 
packing them away in barrels 
where the ripe, unripe and 
wormy fruit came in contact 
with each other, the whole barrel often becom- 
ing spoiled after a month or two. 

It costs more to produce good apples, so the 
consumer must be content to pay a higher price 
for this fruit than he formerly did when the 
apples were sold merely as a product of diver- 
sified farming. 

Many people complain that apples do not 
now have as good a flavor as when they were 
not so well cultivated, but there is now an 
advantage in the developed apple having a 
higher food value, and I am sure everyone can 
find some type of apple to suit his taste, as 
there are over a thousand varieties to choose 
from. ‘

The flavor is more delicious 
when prepared in this manner and by thus 
keeping the sugar content to the minimum, it 
nakes an excellent dessert to be used either 
with a protein meal or with breakfast. Baked 
apples should be likewise cooked in the alumi- 
num pan, and no sugar or water added 

If apples are used in the ways I have de- 
scribed they will be found highly beneficial, 
b as with all fruits, if improperly combined 
‘ ods, both the value of the apple 
is lost and the digestion of the other foods in- 
terfered with.
